Officials of the National Park), 


Wainwright have taken steps to cor- 
tect a false impression which seems 
to have gained considerable credence 
among the people of the district. 

This concerns the game. regula- 
tions within the park boundaries here. 
The belief seems to be fairly com- 
mon thai since the park has been 
taken over by the department af Nat- 
ional Defence, restrictions on shooting 
and hunting in the area have been 
cancelled and the park in now open 
for hunters. 

This is not so.. There has been no 
change in this regard and the park 
in still, as hitherto, a sanctuary for 
wild life of all kinds. No hunting 
of any kind is permitted and sports- 
men are asked to take note of this 
and govern themselves accordingly. - 

The action in continuing this area 
as a game sanctuary is in line with 
requests. which were. forwarded by 
many organisations at the time the 
proposed change in the status of our 
National Park was first announced.

VACCINE FOR MEASLES 


Discovery of a vaccine for measles 
Was recently announced at the Bicen- 
nial-Conference of the University of 
Pennsylvania. ws 

The new vaccine is said to be univ- 
ersal, good for both children and ‘ad: 
ults. If the story is true, and it 
seems authentic, soldiers will be pro- 
tected against the fatal attacks of 
pneumonia that hav@ followed mea- 
sles outbreaks in military camps. 

Measles strikes heavily against 
young adults who have escaped the 
affection in childhood. It is partic- 
ularly heavy in the case of country- 
bred “boys who, because of isolation 
in childhood have hitherto escaped 
infection, ; 

The vaccine is the first for this al- 


most universal children’s disease, and . 


is the result of years of labor in var- 
ious laboratories. It. was developed | 
by Dr. Joseph Stokes Jr. of the Uni-| 
versity of Pennsylvania’s Medical, 
School and Dr. Geoffrey Rake of the! 
Squibb Institute, New Brunswick, 
N. J. , 

‘ The guinea pigs used in the series! 
of. experiments productive of the vac- 
cine. were children.’ This unusual use 
of children for such a purpose was} 
made possible by a _ pecularity of 
measles, namely that the disease. is 
seldom serious in late spring. New 
Jersey and Philadelphia institutions 
with the consent of the parents, per- 
mitted the spring tests. Some of the 
children were vaccinated, others not. 
All were then exposed to méasies. 
All of the unvaccinated youngsters 
caught measles, but not ore of those 
protected by vaccine. 

It will be a notable advance. in 
public health if, as seems likely, the 
vaccine should fulfil the claims made 
for it.

Bring water or milk, sugar, salt 
and lemon peel to a boil in saucepar 
on. direct heat.
